PREFATORY  xNOTE. 


The  following;  pages  contain  a  repiint  (in  part)  of  tlie  Bill  for  the  revision  of  the  United  States  Customs  Tariff, 
in  the  form  in  which  it  was  reported  by  the  Senate  Finance  Committee  to  the  Senate  on  lOth  April  (calendar  day, 
llth  April),  1922.  The  Bill  in  its  present  form  differs  very  considerably  from  the  Bill  as  it  was  passed  by  the  House  of 
Representatives,  both  as  regards  the  rates  of  duty  proposed,  and  the  basis  on  which  ad  valorem  duties  are  proposed 
to  be  levied.  Full' particulars  of  the  Bill  as  passed  by  the  House  of  Representatives  were  given  in  the  Supplement 
to  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  for  4th  August'  1921. 

The  complete  text  of  Titles  I.  and  II.  of  the  amended  Bill,  embodying  the  “  Dutiable  List  ”  and  the  “  Free 
List  ”  respectively,  are  given  in  the  present  Supplement.  The  Report  of  the  Senate  Finance  Committee  states  that 
the  rates  ’of  duty  proposed  by  the  Bill  are  sufficient  to  protect  the  American '  market  "and '  preserve  domestic 
competition,  and,  at  the  sarhe  time,  'will  permit  fair  competition  from  other  countries. 

Id  Title  JII.  of  the  Bill  (headed  “  Special  Provisions”)  the  Senate  Finance  Committee  propose  amendments  to 
the  “  House"  Bill,  which  authorise  the  President  : — 

(a)  To  modify  Tariff  rates,  either  upwards  or  downwards,  within  prescribed  limits  and  in  accordance  with 
definite  rules  laid  down  by  Congress,  so  that  the  rates  may  at  all  times  conform  to  existing  conditions 
(Section  SLj.a)  ; 

1  b)  To  change  the  basis  for  the  assessment  of  ad  valorem  duties  on  selected  items  from  the  foreign  value  to 
the  value  of  the  domestic  article  in  the  American  market  when  the  foreign  value  is  not  a  certain  basis  for 
the  assessment  of  duty  on  such  items  (Section  31d  n  to  f)  ; 

(c)  To  impose  penalty  duties  on,  or  prohibit  the  importation  of,  particular  goods  for  the  purpose  of 

preventing  unfair  methods  of  competition  in  the  importation  of  goods  (Section  316); 

(d)  To  impose  additional  duties  on  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  imports  into  the  United  States  from  any 
country  which  discriminates  against  American  overseas  commerce.  These  additional  duties  are  limited  to 
the  amount  of  the  discrimination,  but  if  the  discrimination  is  maintained,  the  importation  of  the 
merchandise  may  be  prohibited  (Section  317). 

The  Committee  regard  as  undesirable  the  policy  of  reciprocity  and  penalty  duties  embodied  in  the  Bill  passed  by 
the  House  of  Representatives,  and  have  therefore  eliminated  the  relevant  sections  of  the  House  Bill  and  recommend 
an  alternative  policy  in  Section  317. 

The  Sections  of  the  Senate  Finance  Committee  Bill  dealing  with  these  matters  (viz.,  Sections  315-7)  are  reprinted 
in  the  present  Supplement,  together  with  Section  321,  which  proposes  to  continue  the  Dye  and  Chemical  Control  Act 
in  force  for  one  year.  Title  III.  also  embodies  a  numbci'  of  miscellaneous  special  provisions  which  are  substantially 
the  same  as  those  in  force  under  existing  law,  including  provisions  as  to  the  Tariff  treatment  of  goods  produced  or 
manufactured  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  countervailing  duties  on  bounty-fed  goods,  the  marking  of  imported 
merchandise,  the  prohibition  of  the  import  of  goods  manufactured  by  convict  labour,  etc.,  etc.  These  provisions  are 
not  included  in  the  present  publication. 

Title  IV.  is  headed  “  .Vdministrative  Provisions  ’’  and  is  a  revision  and  codification  of  laws  covering  the  collection 
of  duties  and  protection  of  revenue.  This  Title  is  divided  into  six  parts,  as  follows : — (1)  Definitions  ;  (2)  Report,  Entry 
and  Unlading  of  Vessels  and  Vehicles ;  (3)  Ascertainment,  Collection,  and  Recovery  of  Duties ;  (4)  Transportation  in 
Bond  and  Warehousing  of  Merchandise  ;  (5)  Enforcement  Provisions  ;  and  (6)  Repealing  Provisions.  Of  these,  it  has 
appeared  necessary  to  give  in  the  present  partial  reprint  of  the  Bill,  only  (a)  extracts  from  Part  1,  embodying  the 
definitions  of  most  practical  importance  to  exporters  to  the  United  States,  and  (b)  the  major  part  of  the  text  of 
Part  3,  containing  regulations  as  to  invoices,  invoice  declarations,  procedure  in  connection  with  the  entry  of 
merchandise,  appraisement  and  re-appraisement,  etc. 

In  the  Bill  as  passed  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  it  was  proposed  to  adopt  what  is  known  as  the  “American 
Valuation”  system  of  assessing  ad  valorem  duties,  which  iu  effect  meant  that  duties  ad  valorem  were  to  be  taken  on 
values  found  by  appraising  officers  to  be  the  values  of  comparable  and  competitive  domestic  products.  The  Senate 
finance  Committee,  however,  propose  to  continue  the  valuation  basis  of  existing  Law  {i.e.,  “  foreign  valuation  ”)  and  to 
adopt  American  valuation  only  as  an  emergency  measure,  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  unusual  circumstances  when 
they  arise  (Sections  402  and  315).  The  Committee’s  Report  states  that  “the  impossibility  of  adjusting  rates 
applicable  alike  to  comparable  and  non-comparable  goods  ;  the  great  obstacles  in  the  way  of  proper  safeguards  at 
I  time  of  entry ;  the  imjiossibility  of  American  buyers  in  foreign  markets  of  knowing,  with  any  degree  of  accuracy, 

„  duties  they  would  have  to  pay  if  their  merchandise  is  appraised  at  the  prices  of  comparable  domestic  goods ; 

<1  j-  *“^P^‘®'Cticability  of  determining  comparability ;  and  the  entire  readjustment  of  the  Customs  machinery,  are 
disadvantages  of  the  ‘  American  valuation  ’  plan  which  are  not  adequately  offset  by  any  advantage  that  might  be 
secured  under  that  plan.”  The  Committee  therefore  propose  that  the  dutiable  value  shall  (as  a  general  rule)  be 
me  foreign  market  value  of  the  goods  or  the  export  value,  whichever  be  the  higher.  Additional  safeguards  are 
recommended  to  further  protect  against  undervaluation,  and  definitions  have  been  phrased  to  require  the 
ascertain ment  of  values  actually  existing  without  recourse,  except  in  extreme  instances,  to  cost  of ’production.

Reprint  (in  part)  of  a  Bill  as  Reported  by  the  Senate  Finance  Committee  to  the  Senate  on 
10th  (11th)  Ap^,  1922,  entitled  “A  Bill  to  provide  Revenue,  to  regulate  Commerce  with 
Foreign  (Countries,  to  encourage  the  Industries  of  the  United  States,  and  for  other  Purposes.” 


TITLE  I. 

DUTIABLE  LIST. 

SsSCTiON  1.  That  on  and  aft«r  the  day  following  the  passage 
of  this  Act,  except  as  otherwise  specially  provided  for  in  this 
Act,  there  shall  be  levied,  collected,  and  paid  upon  all  articles 
when  imported  from  any  foreign  country  into  the  United  States 
or  into  any  of  its  possessions  (except  the  Philippine  Islands, 
the  Virgin  Islands,  and  the  islands  of  Guam  and  Tutuila)  the 
rates  of  duty  which  are  prescribed  by  the  schedules  and  para¬ 
graphs  of  the  dutiable  list  of  this  title,  namely  : —

Argols,  tartar,  and  wine  lees,  crude  or  partlv  re¬ 
fined,  containing  not  more  than  90  per  cent,  of  potassium  bitar¬ 
trate.  5  per  cent,  ad  valorem;  containing  more  than  90  per  cent, 
of  potassium  bitartrate,  5  cents  per  pound  :  cream  of  tartar.

tion;  synthetic  tanning  materials;  picric  acid,  trinitrotoluene, 
and  other  explosives  except  .smokeless  powders;  all  of  the  fore¬ 
going  products  jirovided  for  in  this  paragraph,  when  obtained, 
derived,  or  manufactured  in  whole  or  in  part  from  any  of  the 
products  provided  for  in  paragraph  25  or  1546;  natural  alizarin 
and  natural  indigo,  and  colours,  dyes,  stains,  colour  acids,  colour

EX  TITLE  III-SPECIAL  PROVISIONS. 

Sec.  315.  (a)  That  in  order  to  regulate  the  foreign  commerce 
of  the  United  States  and  to  put  into  force  and  effect  the  policy  of 
the  Congress  by  this  Act  intended,  whenever  the  President,  upon 
investigation  of  the  differences  in  conditions  of  competition  in  trade 
in  the  markets  of  the  United  States  of  articles  wholly  or  in  jwirt  the 
growth  or  product  of  the  United  States  and  of  like  or  similar  articles 
wholly  or  in  part  the  growth  or  product  of  competing  foreign  countries, 
shall  find  it  thereb}-  shown  that  the  duties  fixed  in  this  Act  do  not 
equalise  the  said  differences  in  conditions  of  competition  in  trade 
he  shall,  by  such  investigation,  ascertain  said  differences  and 
determine  and  proclaim  the  changes  in  classifications  or  forms  of 
duty  or  increases  or  decreases  in  any  rate  of  duty  provided  in  this 
Actshown  by  said  a  certained  differences  in  condif  ions  of  competition 
in  trade  necessary  to  equalise  the  same  in  the  markets  of  the  United 
States ;  that  thirty  days  after  the  date  of  such  proclamation  or

thereby  shown,  that  an  industrj’  in  the  United  States  is  being  or 
likely  to  le  materially  injured  by  reason  of  the  importation  into  the 
United  States  of  foreign  merchandise,  and  shall  find  it  thereby  show  n

cases  and  upon  the  proclamation  by  the  President  becoming  effective 
the  ad  valorem  duty  or  duty  based  in  whole  or  in  part  upon  the  value 
of  the  imported  artiele  in  the  country  of  exportation  shall  thereafter 
l)e  ba.sed  upion  the  American  selling  price,  as  defined  in  subdivision 
(/)  of  section  402  of  this  Act,  of  any  similar  competitive  article 
manufactured  or  produced  in  the  United  States  embraced  within 
the  class  or  kind  of  imported  merchandise  upon  which  the  President 
has  made  public  such  a  finding  and  proclamation. 

Tliat  the  ad  valorem  rate  or  rates  of  duty  based  upon  such  American 
selling  price  shall  be  the  rate  found  upon  said  investigation  by  the

Such  rate  or  rates 
of  duty  shall  become  effective  thirty  days  aftew  the  date  of  the  said

that  no  proclamation  shall  issue  under  this  .section  unless  rea.sonable 
opportunity  shall  be  afforded  to  all  persons  directly  interested  in  the 
production  and  distribution  of  such  merchandise  affected  by  such 
proclamation ;  tliat  the  President,  jiroceeding  as  hereinbefore 
provided  for  the  proclamation  of  such  rates  of  duties,  may,  when  he 
shall  determine  that  it  is  so  shown  that  the  comjietitive  advantages 
have  changed  or  iu>  longer  exist  which  led  to  such  prochimation, 
accordingly  as  so  shown  modify  or  terminate  the  same.

ADMINISTRATIVE  PROVISIONS. 

Part  I. — Definitions. 

Sec.  402.  Vai.ue. — (a)  For  the  purpo.sos  of  this  .Act  the  value 
of  imported  merchandise  shall  l)e — 

(1)  The  foreign  value  or  the  export  value,  whiehever  is  higher; 

(2)  If  the  foreign  value  or  the  export  value  cannot  be  a8certaine<l 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  appraising  officers,  or  if  the  merchandise 
is  not  freely  offered  for  sale  in  usual  wholesale  quantities  in  the  open 
market  of  the  country  of  exportation  to  all  purchasers,  then  the 
United  States  value  ; 

(3)  If  neither  the  foreign  value,  the  export  value  nor  the  United 
States  value  can  be  ascertained  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  appraising 
officers,  then  the  cost  of  production  ; 

(4)  If  there  be  any  similar  comp)etitive  article  maufactured  or 
produced  in  the  Unitwl  States  of  a  class  or  kind  upon  which  the 
President  has  made  public  a  finding  as  provided  for  in  section  31.5 
of  Title  III.  of  this  .Act,  then  the  .American  selling  price  of  such 
article. 

(b)  The  foreign  value  of  imported  merchandise  shall  be  the 
price  at  the  time  of  exportation  of  such  merchamlise  to  the  United 
States,  at  which  such  or  similar  merchandise  is  freely  offered  for 
sale  to  all  purchasers  in  the  principal  markets  of  the  country  from 
which  exported,  in  the  usual  whole.sale  quantities  and  in  the  oidinary 
course  of  trade,  including  the  cost  of  all  containers  and  coverings  of 
w  hatever  nature,  and  all  other  costs,  charges,  and  expenses  incident 
to  placing  the  merchandise  in  condition,  packed  ready  for  shipment 
to  the  United  States. 

(c)  The  export  value  of  importe<l  merchandise  shall  lx*  the  price, 
at  the  time  of  exportation  of  such  merchandise  to  the  United  States, 
at  which  such  or  similar  merchandise  is  freely  offererl  for  sale  to  all 
jjurchasers  in  the  principal  markets  of  the  country  from  which 
exported,  in  the  usual  wholesale  quantities  and  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  trade,  for  exportation  to  the  United  States,  j)lus,  when 
not  included  in  such  price,  the  cost  of  all  containers  and  coverings 
of  whatever  nature,  and  all  other  costs,  charges,  and  expenses 
incident  to  placing  the  merchandise  in  condition,  packed  ready  for 
shipment  to  the  United  States,  less  the  amount  if  any,  included 
in  such  price,  attributable  to  any  additional  costs,  charges,  and 
e.xpenses,  and  United  States  import  duties,  incident  to  bringing  the 
merchandise  from  the  place  of  shipment  in  the  country  of  exportation 
to  the  place  of  delivery  in  the  United  States,  and  plus,  if  not  included 
in  such  price,  the  amount  of  any  export  tax  imposed  by  the  country 
of  exportation  on  merchandise  exported  to  the  United  States. 

(d)  The  United  States  value  of  imported  merchandise  shall  be 
the  price  that  such  or  simikr  imported  merchandise  is  freely  offered 
for  sale,  in  the  principal  market  of  the  United  States  to  all  purchasers, 
at  the  time  of  exportation  of  the  imported  merchandise,  in  the  usual 
wholesale  quantities  and  in  the  ordinary  course  of  trade,  with  allow¬ 
ance  m.ade  for  duty,  cost  of  transportation  and  insurance,  and  other 
necessary  expenses  from  the  place  of  shipment  to  the  place  of 
delivery,  a  commission  not  exceeding  0  per  cent,  if  any  has  been  paid 
or  contracted  to  be  paid  on  goods  secured  otherwise  than  by  purchase, 
or  profits  not  to  exceed  8  per  cent,  and  a  reasonable  allow'ance  for 
general  expenses,  not  to  exceed  8  per  cent,  on  purchased  goods, 
and  including  the  cost  of  all  containers  and  coverings  of  whatever 
nature,  and  all  other  costs,  charges,  and  expen.ses  incident  to  placing 
the  merchandise  in  condition  packed  ready  for  delivery. 

(e)  Forjthe  purpose  of  this  Title  the  cost  of  production  of  imported 
merchandise  shall  be  the  sum  of — 

(1)  The  cost  of  materials  of,  and  of  fabrication,  manipulation, 
or  other  process  employed  in  manufacturing  or  producing,  identical 
or  substantially  identical  merchandi.se,  at  a  time  preceding  the  date 
of  exportation  of  the  particular  merchandise  under  consideration 
which  would  ordinarily  permit  the  manufacture  or  production  of  the 
particular  merchandise  under  consideration  in  the  usual  course  of 
business  ; 

(2)  The  usual  general  expenses  (not  less  than  10  per  cent,  of  such 
cost)  in  the  case  of  identical  or  substantially  identical  merchandise  ; 

(3)  The  cost  of  all  container  and  coverings  of  whatever  nature, 
and  all  other  costs,  charges,  and  exfienses  incident  to  placing  the 
particular  merchandise  under  consideration  in  condition,  packed 
ready  for  shipment  to  the  United  States  ;  and 

(4)  An  addition  for  profit  (not  less  than  8  per  cent,  of  the  sum 
of  the  amounts  found  under  parargaphs  (1)  and  (2)  of  this  section) 
equal  to  the  profit  which  ordinarily  is  added,  in  the  case  of  mer¬ 
chandise  of  the  same  general  character  as  the  particular  merchandise 
under  consideration,  by  manufacturers  or  producers  in  the  countrv 
of  manufacture  or  production  who  are  engaged  in  the  same  general 
trade  as  the  manufacturer  or  producer  of  the  particular  merchandise 
under  consideration. 

(/)  The  .American  selling  price  of  any  article  manufactured  <>r 
produced  in  the  Unite<l  States  sh.all  be  the  price  including  the  cost 
of  all  containers  and  coverings  of  whatever  nature  and  all  other  costs 
charges,  and  expenses  incident  to  placing  the  merchandise  in  con-

OxiiKKWisE  than  isv  ri  lu  hasi;. — .Merchandise 
shall  be  deemed  and  held  to  have  been  im|)ortc-d  otherw  isc  than  by 
purchase  within  the  meaning  of  this  title  if,  and  when,  the  .same  is 
shipped  from  a  foreign  country  to  the  United  States  without  a  j)rice 
or  consideration  paid  or  tr)  be  j)aid  or  remitted  by  a  ])er.son  in  the 
United  States  to  a  j)erson  in  a  foreign  country  or  to  his  agent  or 
representative  in  the  United  States  having  been  fixed,  agreed  upon, 
or  determined  piior  to  such  shijmient. 

Part  3.— Ascertainment,  Collection,  and  Recovery  of  Duties. 

Sec.  481.  Context.s  ok  invoice. — («)  That  all  invoices  of 
merchandise  to  lie  imported  into  the  United  States  shall  .set  forth — 

(1)  The  port  of  entry  to  which  the  merchandi.se  is  destined  ; 

(2)  The  time  when,  the  jilace  where,  and  the  jierson  by  whom 
and  the  person  to  whom  the  merchandise  is  sold  or  agreed  to  lie  sold 
or  if  to  be  imported  otherwise  than  in  piiisiuance  of  a  purchase,  the 
place  from  which  shijqK'd,  the  time  w  hen  and  the  jierson  to  whom 
and  the  person  by  whom  it  is  shipped  ; 

(3)  A  detailed  description  of  the  merchandise,  including  the 
name  by  which  each  item  is  known,  the  grade  or  quantity,  and  the 
marks,  numbers,  or  symbols  under  which  sold  by  the  seller  or 
manufacturer  to  the  trade  in  the  country  of  exportation,  together 
with  the  marks  and  numbei's  of  the  packages  in  which  the  merchan- 
di.se  is  packed  ; 

(4)  The  quantitie.s  in  the  weiglits  and  measures  of  the  country 
)  or  place  from  which  the  merchandise  is  shipped,  or  in  the  weights 

and  measures  of  the  United  States  ; 

(5)  The  purchase  price  of  each  item  in  the  currency  of  the  pur- 

1  chase,  if  the  merchandise  is  ■shipped  in  jiursuance  of  a  purchase  or 
I  an  agreement  to  purchase  ;  i 

(6)  If  the  merchandise  is  shipjK*d  otherwise  than  in  pursuance 

j  of  a  purchase  or  an  agreement  to  jmrehase,  the  foreign  value  for 

'  each  item,  in  the  currency  of  the  country  of  exportation  or,  in  the 

I  absence  of  such  value,  the  price  in  such  currency  that  the  manu- 

I  facturer,  seller,  shipjx>r,  or  o\i  ner  would  have  receives!,  or  w  as  w  illing 

I  to  receive,  for  such  merchandise  if  sold  in  the  ordinary  course  of 

trade  and  in  the  usual  u  hole.sale  quantities  in  the  country  of  exporta- 
j  tion ; 

I  (7)  The  kind  of  currency,  whether  goki,  silver,  or  paper  : 

(8)  All  charges  upon  the  merchandise,  itemi.sed  by  name  and 
amount  when  known  to  the  seller  or  shipper  ;  or  all  charges  by  name 
(including  eommission.s,  insurance,  freight,  ca.ses.  containers, 
coverings,  and  cost  of  packing)  included  in  the  invoice  prices  when 
the  amounts  for  such  charges  are  unknown  to  the  seller  or  ship|ier  ; 

(9)  All  rebates,  drawbacks,  ami  bounties,  separately  itemi.sed,  ^ 
allowed  upon  the  exfwrtation  of  the  merchandise  ;  and 

(10)  Any  other  facts  deemed  necessary  to  a  projier  appraisement, 
examination,  and  classification  of  the  merchandi.se  that  the  iSecretary 
of  the  Treasury  may  require. 

(6)  If  the  merchamlise  is  shif)|K'd  to  a  person  in  the  I’nited 
States  by  a  person  other  than  the  manufacturer,  otherwise  than  by 
purchase,  such  person  shall  state  on  the  invoice  the  time  when,  the 
place  where,  the  jicrson  from  whom  such  merchandise  was  purchastsi,  j 
and  the  price  paid  therefor  in  the  currency  of  the  jiurchase,  stating 
whether  gold,  silver,  or  jiajier. 

(c)  When  the  merchandise  has  been  ])urcha.sed  in  different  I 
consular  districts  for  shipment  to  the  I’nited  States  and  is  a.ssembled 
for  shipment  and  embraced  in  a  .single  invoice  which  is  pnaluced 
I  for  certification  under  the  provi.sions  of  paragraph  (2)  of  subdivision 
(a)  of  ^ction  482  of  this  Act.  the  invoice  shall  have  attached  thereto 
the  original  hills  or  invoices  received  by  the  shipjier,  or  extracts 
therefrom,  showing  the  actual  prices  paid  or  to  be  jmid  for  such 
merchandise.  The  consular  officer  to  whom  the  invoices  is  so  ])ro- 
duced  for  certification  may  require  that  any  such  original  bill  or 
;  invoicelx'  certified  by  the  camsidar  officer  for  the  district  in 
"hich  the  merchandi.se  was  jmrcha.sed. 
iSec.  482.  Declarations  acco.mi'an vi.xc;  cektikied  invoh  es. — 

I  (o)  Every  invoice  covering  merchandise  exceeding  1(K»  dols.  in 
value  shall,  at  or  before  the  time  i>f  the  shipment  of  tlie  merchandise, 
or  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  conditions  will  permit,  be  produced  for 
mortification  to  the  consular  officer  of  the  United  States — 

(1)  lor  the  consular  district  in  which  the  nuTchaiidisc'  was 
manufactured,  or  piircha.scHl,  or  from  which  it  was  to  be  delivered 

j  pursuant  to  contract ; 

(2)  for  the  consular  district  in  which  the  merchandise  is 
I  assembled  and  repacked  for  shipment  to  the  United  States,  if  it 

I  has  been  purchased  in  different  consular  districts.  i 

(a)  Such  invoices  shall  have  indorsed  thereon,  w  hen  so  pr<slu<-ed, 

I  a  Verified  declaration,  in  a  form  prescrilied  by  the  Secretary  c>f  the 
I  •j^surj-,  stating  whether  the  merchandise  is  sold  or  agreed  to  be 
j  *>ld.  or  whether  it  is  ship|>ed  otherwi.se  than  in  pursuance  of  a 
purchase  or  an  agreement  to  jiurchase.  that  there  is  no  other  invoice 

i 


differing  from  the  invoice  so  pn)duced,  and  that  all  the  sUitement.v 
contained  in  such  invoice  and  in  such  declaration  are  true  and  ci>rrec  t. 

(c)  Every  certified  invoice  shall  be  made  out  in  triplicate  and 
.shall  be  signed  by  the  seller  or  shipiier,  or  the  agent  of  either. 
Where  any  such  invoice  is  signed  by  an  agent,  he  shall  state  thereon 
the  name  of  his  principal. 

(d)  Such  invoices  shall  be  certified  in  accordance  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  existing  law. 

(e)  The  original  of  the  invoice  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the- 
consular  officer  by  whom  it  was  certified,  to  be  there  kei)t  until 
the  Secretary  of  State  authorises  its  destruction.  The  duplicate 
shall  be  delivered  to  the  exporter,  to  be  forwardetl  to  the  consignee 
for  use  in  making  entry  of  the  merchandise  and  the  triplicate  shall 
be  promptly  transmitter!  by  the  consular  officer  to  the  collector  (»1 
customs  at  the  port  of  entry  named  in  the  invoice. 

(/)  When  merchandise  is  to  be  ship|)ed  fnun  a  place  so  remote  from 
an  American  consulate  as  to  render  impracticable  certification’ of 
the  invoice  by  an  American  consular  officer,  such  invoice  may 
be  certified  by  a  consular  officer  of  a  nation  at  the  time  in  amit_\ 
with  the  United  States,  or  if  there  Ire  no  such  con.sular  officer  avail¬ 
able  such  invoice  shall  be  executed  before  a  notary  jiublic  or  oth.er 
officer  having  authority  to  admini.ster  oaths  and  having  an  official 
seal :  Provided,  That  invoices  for  merchandise  shipjred  to  the  I'nited 
States  from  the  Philippine  Islamis  or  any  of  its  other  posse.s.sioiis 
may  be  certified  by  the  collector  of  customs  or  the  irerson  acting  a.s 
such,  or  by  his  deputy. 

Sec.  483.  OwNERsnii'  for  entry.— All  merchandise  imjtoited 
into  the  United  States  shall,  for  the  jiurposes  of  this  Title,  be  held 
to  be  the  projrerty  of  the  person  to  w  hom  the  same  is  consigned  ; 
and  the  holder  of  a  bill  of  lading  duly  indorsed  by  the  consignee 
therein  named,  or,  if  consigned  to  order,  by  the  consignor,  shall 
be  deemed  the  consignee  thereof.  The  underwritei's  of  abandoned 
merchandise  and  the  salvors  of  merchandise  saveil  from  a  w  reck  at 
.sea  or  on  or  along  a  coast  of  the  United  States  may,  for  such  puiq)oses,. 
be  regarderl  as  the  consignees. 

Sec.  4S4.  Entrv. — (a)  Except  as  ju'ovided  in  sections  490. 
498,  ,'>,32,*  and  .'lo.'l*  and  in  sub.section  (rf)  of  .section  31,3  of  this. 
Act,  the  consignee  of  im]>orted  merchandise  shall  make  entry  there¬ 
for  either  in  person  or  by  an  agent  authorised  by  him  in  writing 
under  such  regidations  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  pre- 
.scribe.  Such  entry  shall  be  matle  at  the  custom  house  w  ithin  forty 
eight  hours,  exclusive  of  Sundays  and  holidays,  after  the  entry  of 
the  importing  ve.ssel  or  report  of  the  vehicle,  or  after  the  arrival 
at  the  port  of  destination  in  the  ca.se  of  merchandise  transported 
in  bond,  unless  the  collector  authorises  in  writing  a  longer  time  . 

(b)  No  merchandise  shall  be  admitted  to  entry  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  section  without  the  production  of  a  certified  invoicc- 
therefor,  except  that  entry  may  be  permitted  if — 

(1)  The  collector  is  satisfied  that  the  failure  ti>  produce  such 
invoice  is  due  to  causes  beyond  the  control  of  the  jierson  making 
entry  ; 

(2)  Such  person  makes  a  declaration  in  writing  that  he  is  unable 
to  produce  such  invoice  and  (.4)  files  therewith  a  seller's  or  shippers 
invoice,  or  {R)  if  he  is  not  in  po.s.se8sion  of  a  seller’s  or  shipper's 
invoice  files  therewith  a  statement  of  the  value  or  the  price  paid 
in  the  form  of  an  inv'oice  ;  and 

(3)  Such  person  gives  a  bond  in  a  jienal  sum  to  be  fixerl  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  for  (.4)  the  jirotluction  of  such  certified 
invoice  within  six  months,  (B)  the  payment  of  any  increased  duties 
found  due  upon  the  liquidation  oftheentry,  and  (U)  the  payment  (J' 
the  frenal  sum  so  fixed  as  lujuidated  damages  in  the  event  that  such 
invoice  is  not  so  produced  or  such  increa.sed  duties  are  not  .‘■o  jiaid. 

(r)  The  consignee  shall  produce  the  bill  of  lading  at  the  time  of 
making  entry,  if  the  collector  is  .satisfieil  that  no  bill  of  lading 
has  been  i.ssued,  the  shipping  receijit  or  other  evidence  satisfactory 
to  the  collector  may  be  accepted  in  lieu  thereof. 

{d)  Such  entry  shall  be  .signed  by  the  consignee,  or  his  agent,  and 
shall  set  forth  such  facts  in  regard  to  the  importation  as  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  may  irequire  for  the  purpo.se  of  assessing  duties  and 
to  .secure  a  profrer  examination,  inspection,  aj)praisement,  and  liquid¬ 
ation,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  such  certificates  and  documents 
as  are  required  by  law  anrl  regulations  promulgated  thereunder. 

(e)  The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  and  the  Secretary  of  Commerce 
are  autlmiised  and  directed  to  establish  from  time  to  time  for 
statistical  purposes  an  enumeration  of  articles  in  such  detail  as  in 
their  judgment  may  Ire  necessary,  comprehending  all  merchandise 
iinjKirted  into  the  United  States,  and  as  a  ))art  of  the  entry  there 
shall  be  attached  thereto  or  included  therein  an  .accurate  statement 
s|recifving.  in  terms  of  such  detailed  enumeration,  the  kinds  and 
((iiantities  of  all  merchandise  irnpirted  and  the  value  of  the  total 
quantity  of  each  kind  of  article. 

(/)  if  any  of  the  certificates  or  documents  neces.sary  to  make 
entry  of  any  part  of  merchandise  arriving  on  one  ves.sel  or  vehicle- 
and  consigned  to  one  consignee  have  not  arrived,  such  part  may  lx< 
entered  subsequently,  and  notation  of  the  ])ackages  or  cases  to  be 
omitted  from  the  original  entry  shall  be  made  thereon.  One  or  more 
jiackages  arriving  on  one  vessel  or  vehicle  addiessed  for  delivery  to 
one  person  and  imported  in  another  package  containing  packages^ 
addres.sed  for  delivery  to  other  persons  may  be  sepiirately  entered, 
under  such  rules  anii  regidations  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
may  ]>rescrilre.  All  other  merchandise  arriving  on  one  ve.s.sel  or 
vehicle  ami  consigned  to  one  consignee  shall  Ire  includerl  in  one- 
entry. 

(g)  Umler  such  regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
mav  prescrilre,  the  collector  or  the  ajipraiser  may  require  a  verified 
statement  from  the  manufactuier  or  priKlui-er  showing  the  cost  of' 
jn-oduction  of  the  importeil  merchandise,  when  necessary  to  the 
appraisement  of  such  merchandise.

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Sec.  485.  Declaration. — (a)  Kverv  c-oiisi>;nee  making  an 
entry  under  the  provisions  of  section  4S4  of  this  Act  shall  make  and 
tile  therewith,  in  a  form  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
'J'reasury,  a  declaration  under  oath,  stating— 

(1)  Whether  the  merchandise  is  imjiorteil  in  pur.snance  of  a 
]>urchase  or  an  agreement  to  purchase,  or  whether  it  is  imported 
otherwise  than  in  ])nrsuance  of  a  purchase  or  agreement  to  purchase  ; 

(2)  That  the  prices  set  forth  in  the  invoice  are  true,  in  the  case 
of  merchandise  purchastaJ  or  agreed  to  be  purchased  :  or  in  the  ca“e 
of  merchandise  secured  otherwise  than  l>y  purchase  or  agreement 
to  purchase,  that  the  statements  in  such  invoices  as  to  foreign  value 
are  true  to  the  best  of  liis  knowledge  and  belief  ; 

(.S)  That  all  otlier  statements  in  the  invoice  or  other  documents 
filed  with  the  entry,  or  in  the  entry  itself,  are  true  and  correct  :  and 

(4)  That  he  will  ])r«Kiuee  at  once  to  the  collector  any  invoice, 
paper,  letter,  document,  or  inhumation  received  showing  that  any 
such  prices  or  statements  ai-e  not  true  or  correct. 

(/>)  The  Secretary  of  the  Ti-easury  is  authoi-ised  to  jtrescribe 
I'Cguiations  for  one  ileclaration  in  the  ease  of  b(»oks.  magazines, 
ncwspaiKus.  and  jieriodicals  jmblished  and  imported  in  successive 
]»arts,  numl)ers,  or  volumes,  awl  entitled  to  free  entry. 

(c)  In  the  event  that  an  entry  is  made  by  an  agent  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  section  484  of  this  Act  and  such  agent  is  not  in  j>ossessioii 
of  such  declaration  of  the  consignee,  such  agent  shall  give  a  bond, 
in  a  form  and  of  a  penal  sum  prescriljed  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Ti’casury,  to  jiroduce  such  declaration. 

(d)  A  consignee  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  adiiitional  or  increased 
duties  if  (1)  he  declares  at  the  time  of  entry  that  he  is  not  the  actual 
owner  of  the  merchandise  ;  (2)  he  furnishes  the  name  and  address 
of  such  owner;  and  (3)  within  ninety  days  from  the  date  of  entry 
he  produces  a  declaration  of  such  owner  and  a  bond  of  such  owner 
conditioned  that  lie  will  j)ay  all  additional  and  increased  duties, 
under  such  regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  pre- 
scrif)e.

Every  such  applica¬ 
tion  shall  be  assigned  by  the  Board  of  General  Appraisers  to  a  board 
of  three  general  appraisers,  who  shall  consider  the  case  upon  the 
samples  of  the  merchandise,  if  there  lie  any,  and  the  record  made 
before  the  general  appraiser,  and,  after  argument  on  the  part  of  the 
interested  parties  if  requested  by  them  or  either  of  them,  shall 
affirm,  reverse,  or  modify  the  decision  of  the  general  appraiser  or 
remand  the  case  to  the  general  appraiser  for  further  proceedings, 
and  shall  .state  its  action  in  a  wrikUm  decision,  to  be  forwardeil  to 
♦he  collector,  setting  forth  the  facts  upon  which  the  finding  is  based 
and  the  reasons  therefor.  The  decision  of  the  Board  of  General 
Appraisers  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  upon  all  parties  unless  an 
appeal  shall  he  taken  by  either  party  to  the  Court  of  Customs 
Appeals  upon  a  question  or  questions  of  law  only  within  the  time 
and  in  the  manner  provided  by  section  198  of  an  Act  entitled  “An 
Act  to  codify,  revise,  and  amend  the  laws  relating  to  the  judiciary,” 
Approvetl  March  o,  1911. 

Sec.  502.  Begulations  for  appraisfjif.nt  and  cla.ssiftca- 
TION. — («)  The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  establish  and  pro¬ 
mulgate  such  rules  and  regulations  not  inconsistent  with  the  law, 
and  may  disseminate  such  information  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure 
a  just.impartial.aiul  uniform  appraisement  of  imported  merchandise 
and  the  classification  and  asseasment  of  duties  thereon  at  the  various 
ports  of  entry,  and  may  direct  any  appraiser,  deputy  appraiser, 
assistant  appraiser,  or  examiner  of  merchandise  to  go  from  one  port 
of  entry  to  another  for  the  purpose  of  appraising  or  assisting  m 
appraising  merchandise  imfiorted  at  such  port. 

(6)  No  ruling  or  decision  once  made  liy  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas¬ 
ury,  giving  construction  to  any  law  imposing  customs  duties,  shall 
be  reversed  or  modified  adversely  to  the  Ihiited  States,  by  the  same 
or  a  succeeiling  Secretary,  except  in  concurrence  with  an  opinion 
of  the  Attorney  General  recoiumending  the  same,  or  a  final  decision 
of  the  Board  of  General  Apjirai.sers. 

(c)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  officers  of  the  customs  to  execute  and 
carry  into  effect  all  in.structions  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
relative  to  the  execution  of  the  revenue  laws ;  and  in  ease  any  diffi¬ 
culty  arises  a.s  to  the  true  construction  or  meaning  of  any  part  of 
the  revenue  law.s,  the  decision  of  the  Secretary  shall  be  binding 
upon  all  oflicei’s  of  the  custoni.s. 

Sec.  50;1.  Dutiabi.e  value. — Whenever  imported  mercliandise 
is  subject  to  an  at/  ralarem  rate  of  duty  or  to  a  duty  ba.sed  upon  or 
regulated  in  any  manner  by  the  value  thereof,  the  duty  shall  be 
asses-sed  upon  the  value  returned  by  the  apprai.ser,  general  appraiser, 
or  Board  of  General  Appraisers,  as  the  ca.se  may  be,  together  with 
all  other  items  by  law  eonstitutiiig  jwrts  of  dutiable  value.  ^  If 
there  shall  be  used  for  covering  or  holding  imported  merchandise, 
whether  dutiable  or  fr<*e  of  duty,  any  unusual  material,  article,  or 
form  de.signed  for  use  otherwise  than  in  the  boiiatide  transportation 
of  such  mercliandise  to  the  United  States,  additional  duties  shall  be 
levied  uiKin  such  material,  article,  or  form  at  the  rate  or  rates  to  which 
the  same  would  be  subjected  if  separately  imported. 

Sec.  504.  Payment  of  duties. — The  consignee  sliall  deposit  xvith 
the  collector,  at  the  time  of  making  entry,  unless  the  merchandise 
is  entered  for  warehouse  or  transportation,  or  under  bond,  the  amount 
of  duty  e.stiimited  to  be  jiayable  thereon.  Upon  receipt  of  the  ap- 
praiser’.s  report  and  of  the  various  reports  of  landing,  weight,  gauge, 
or  measurement,  the  collector  shall  liquiflate  the  duties  accruing 
on  such  entry  and  shall  give  notice  of  such  liquidation  in  the  form 
and  manner  [irescribctl  hy  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  and  collect 
any  increa.sed  or  additional  duties  due  or  refund  any  e.xccss  of  duties 
deposited  as  determined  on  such  li(|uidation. 

Sec.  .ido.  Abandonment  .and  damage. — Alloxvance  shall  be 
made  in  the  estimation  and  liquidation  of  duties  under  regulations 
prescribed  liy  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  in  the  following  cases  : — 

(1)  Where  the  iiufMirter  abandons,  Mithin  ten  days  after  entry, 
to  the  United  States  all  or  any  portion  amounting  to  10  per  cent, 
or  more  of  the  total  value  or  quantity  of  inerehandise  in  any  invoice, 
and  delivers  the  jiortion  so  abandoned  to  such  place  as  the  collector 
directs  ; 

(2)  tVhere,  at  the  time  of  importation.  5  per  cent,  or  more  of  the 
total  value  or  quantity  of  fruit  or  other  jierishable  merchandise  in 
any  invoice  is  decayed  or  injured  so  that  its  commercial  value  has 
been  destroyed  ; 

(3)  Where  fruit  or  otlier  perishable  nierehandi.se  has  been  con¬ 
demned  at  the  port  of  entry,  within  ten  ilays  after  landing,  bj’  the 
health  officers  or  other  legally  constituted  authorities,  and  the 
consignee,  within  five  days  after  such  condemnation,  files  xvith  the 
collector  written  notice  thereof,  an  invoiced  description  and  the 
location  thereof,  and  the  name  of  the  X’essel  or  vehicle  in  which 
imported. 

Sec.  506.  Tare  and  Draft. — The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is 
hereby  authorised  to  prescribe  and  issue  regulations  for  the 
ascertainment  c)f  tare  upon  imported  merchandise,  including  the 
establishment  of  reasonable  and  just  schedule  tares  therefor,  but  in 
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Ho  casf'  vhall  there  be  any  allowance  for  draft  or  for  impurities,  other 
than  exeessire  moisture  and  impurities  not  usually  found  in  or 
upon  such  or  similar  merchandise. 

Sec.  .■>07.  CoMMlNGHixo  or  goods.- -Whenever  dutiable  mer¬ 
chandise  and  mercliandise  which  is  free  of  duty  or  inercliandise 
Subject  to  different  rates  of  duty  are  so  |>acked  together  or  mingled 
that  the  <iuantrty  or  value  of  each  class  of  such  merchandise  can  not 
be  readily  ascertained  by  the  customs  officers,  the  whole  of  such 
merchandise  shall  lie  subject  to  the  highe.st  rate  of  duty  applicable 
to  any  part  thereof,  iinle.ss  the  import-ei'  or  consignee  shall  segregate 
such  merchandise  at  his  own  risk  and  expense  under  customs 
^supervision  within  ten  daj's  after  entry  thereof,  in  order  that  the 
quantity  and  value  of  each  part  or  class  thereof  may  be  ascertained. 

Sec.  i708.  Jvxamikatiox  of  importer  and  others. — Collectors, 
ajipraisers.  general  appraisers,  and  boards  of  general  appraisers  may 
cite  to  apjiear  before  them  or  any  Of  them  and  to  examine  upon 
oath,  Mhieh  said  officers  or  any  of  them  are  hereby  anthorised  to 
ftdminister,  any  owner,  importer,  consignee,  agent,'  or  othfer  person 
upon  any  matter  or  thing  which  they,  or  any  of  them,  may  deem 
material  lespecting  any  imported  merchandise  then  under  considera¬ 
tion  or  previously  imported  within  one  year,  in  ascertaining  the 
classification  or  the  value  thereof  or  the  rate  or  amount  of  duty  ; 
and  they,  or  any  of  them,  may  require  the  pmduction  of  any  letters, 
accounts,  contracts,  invoices,  or  other  doenments  relating  to  said 
merchandise,  and  may  require  such  testimony  to  lie  reduceil  to 
Writing,  and  when  so  taken  it  shall  l*e  tiled  and  preserved,  under 
such  rules  as  the  Board  »f  (feneral  .\ppraiseia  may  pre8crib«‘,  and 
such  evidence  may  lie  given  consideration  in  all  subsequent  proceed¬ 
ings  relating  to  such  merchandise. 

Sec.  ■)<»{♦.  Penalties. — If  any  person  so  cite<l  to  appear  shall 
neglect  or  lefuse  to  attend,  or  shall  decline  to  answer,  or  shall  refuse

and  e'ohclusive’upon  all  persons,  unless  the  importer,  consignee,  ® 
agent  <tf  the  jierson  paying  sucli  charge  or  exaction,  or  tiling  suck 
claim  for  drawback,  or  seeking  such  entry  or  delivery,  shall,  witluj 
sixty  days  after,  but  not  before  such  liquiilation  or  decision,  as  well 
in  cases  of  merchandise  entered  in  bond  as  for  consumption,  file* 
pnttest  in  writing  with  the  collector  .setting  forth  di.stinctly  and 
specifically,  and  in  respect  to  each  entry,  payment,  claim,  or  de. 
cision,  the  reasons  for  the  objecthui  thereto,  and  if  the  merchandise 
is  entere«l  for  consumption,  shall  pay  the  full  amount  of  dutiee 
and  ch.arges  ascertained  to  be  due  thereon.  A  protest  may  be 
amended  at  or  before  trial  under  such  rules  as  the  Boaid  of

Sec.  ol.l.  Same. — Upon  the  filing  of  such  prote.st  and  payment 
of  duties  and  other  charges  the  collector  shall  within  sixty  dayi 
thereafter  review  his  decision,  and  may  mtxlify  the  same  in  whole 
or  in  part  and  thei-eafter  refund  any  duties,  eharges,  or  exaction 
found  to  have  lieen  collected  in  excess,  or  pay  any  drawback  found 
<lue,  of  which  notice  shall  be  given  as  in  the  case  of  the  original 
liquidation,  and  against  which  protest  may  be  file<l  within  the  snme 
time  and  in  the  same  manner  ami  under  the  same  conditions  as 
against  the  original  liquidation  or  decision.

— If  any  j)erson 
manufacturing,  pnalucing,  selling,  shipping,  or  consigning  mer- 
chandi.se  e.xporterl  to  the  United  States  fails,  at  the  lequest  of  the 
'Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  or  an  appraiser,  or  jierson  acting  as 
appraiser,  or  a  collector,  or  a  general  appraiser,  or  the  Board  of 
(ieneral  Ap|)raisers.  as  the  case  may  be,  to  j>ermit  a  duly  accredited 
officer  of  the  United  States  to  inspect  his  books,  papers,  recoi-cls, 
accounts,  do<-unients,  or  correspondence,  pertaining  to  the  market 
value  or  classification  of  such  merchanrlise,  then  while  such  failure 
continues  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  under  regulations  prcscribefl 
by  him  (1)  shall  prohibit  the  importation  into  the  United  States  of 
tnerchandi.se  manufacturefl,  produce<l,  sold,  shipped  or  consigned 
by  such  jicrson,  and  (2)  may  instruct  the  collectors  to  withhold 
delivery  of  merchandise  manufactured,  produced,  sold,  shipped  or 
con.signed  by  such  iicrson.

If  the  Secretary  does  not 
agree  with  the  action  of  the  appraiser,  he  shall  instruct  the  collector 
i<)  file  an  apjieal  for  a  reajipraiscment  as  provided  in  section  .501  of 
this  -4ct.  ami  such  manufacturer,  prorliicer,  or  wholesaler  shall  have 
the  right  to  appear  and  to  be  heard  as  a  party  in  interest,  under  such 
rules  as  the  Board  of  General  .4ppraisers  may  prescribe.  The  Secre¬ 
tary  shall  notify  such  manufactui'er,  jirodinfer,  or  whole.saler  of 
the  actiem  taken  by  such  appraiser  giving  the  jiort  of  entry,  the  entry 
number,  and  the  ajipraiscd  value  of  such  merchandise  and  the  action 
he  has  t-iken  thereon.

(/i)  The  Secretary  of  the  Trcisurv  shill,  up  >n  written  request  by 
an  ,4mei'ican  manufacturer,  |irodue,pr,  or  whole.sater,  furnish  the 
classification  of  and  the  rate  of  duty,  if  any,  imposed  upon  designated 
imported  mercliandise  of  a  class  or  kind  manufactured,  produced, 
or  sold  at  wholesale  by  him.  If  sucli  manufacturer,  producer,  or

(rf)  In  procceilings  institutetl  under  the  provisions  of  this  section 
an  .American  manufacturer,  producer,  or  whole.saler  shall  not  have 
the  right  to  inspect  any  documents  or  |)apers  of  the  consignee  or 
importer  disclosing  any  information  which  the  general  appraiser  or 
the  Board  of  General  .Appraisers  shall  deem  unnecessary  or  improper 
to  be  disclosed  to  him. 

Sec.  517.  Frivolous  protest  or  appe.4I.. — Upon  motion  of  the 
munsel  for  the  Government,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of 
General  Appraisers  to  tlecide  whether  any  appeal  for  reapprai.sement 
.ir  protest  filed  under  the  provisions  of  section  501,  514,  515  or  51t) 
of  this  .Act  is  frivolous,  and  if  said  Board  shall  so  decide,  a  penalty 
of  not  less  than  5  dols.  nor  more  than  250  dols.  shall  be  assessed 
against  the  person  filing  such  appeal  for  reappraisement  or  jirotest : 
Pwriiled,  That  all  appeals  for  reajipraisement  or  protests  filed  by 
the  same  person  and  rai.sing  the  same  issue  shall,  if  held  frivolous 
by  said  Biard,  lie  consolidated  and  deemed  one  proceerling  for  the 
purpose  of  imposing  the  penalty  providetl  in  this  section  :  Prot  id&l 
further.  That  the  person  against  whom  such  penalty  is  assessed  may 
have  a  review  by  the  Court  of  Customs  Appeals  of  the  decision  of 
-aid  Board  by  filing  an  appeal  in  said  court  within  the  time  and  in 
the  manner  provided  by  section  15)8  of  an  Act  entitled  “An  .Act 
to  codify,  revise,  and  amend  the  laws  relating  to  the  judiciary,” 
approved  March  .3,  1911. 

[Section  5 IS  deah  with  the  constitution  of  the  Board  of  General 
Appraisers,  the  rules  of  procedure,  etc.  Section  519  relates  to  preserva¬ 
tion  of  records  of  decisions.] 

Sec.  520.  Reeusd  of  excessive  duties. — (a)  The  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  is  hereby  authorised  to  refund  duties  and  correct  errors 
j  in  liquidation  of  entries  in  the  following  cases : — 

'  (1)  Whenever  it  is  ascertained  on  final  liquidation  or  reliquidation 

of  an  entry  that  more  money  has  been  deposited  or  paid  than  was 
required  by  law  to  be  so  deposited  or  paid  ; 

(2)  Whenever  it  is  determined  in  the  manner  required  by  law  that 
any  fees,  charges,  or  exactions,  other  than  duties,  have  been 
erroneously  collected ; 

5  (3)  Whenever  a  manifest  clerical  error  is  discovered  in  any  entry 

I  or  liquidation  within  one  year  after  the  date  of  entry,  or  within 
j  'iitv  days  after  liquidation  when  liquidation  is  made  more  than  ten 
j  months  after  the  date  of  entry  ;  and 


(4)  Whenever  duties  have  been  [mid  on  household  or  [lersonal 
effects  which  by  law  were  not  subject  to  duty,  notwithstanding  a 
protest  was  not  tiled  within  the  time  and  in  the  manner  prescribed 
by  law. 

(b)  The  necessary  moneys  to  make  such  refunds  are  hereby 
appropriated,  and  this  appropriation  shall  l>e  deemed  a  permanent 
and  indefinite  appropriation. 

Sec.  521.  Keliquidatiox  of  duties. — Whenever  any  merchan¬ 
dise  has  been  entered  and  [)as.sed  free  of  duty,  and  whenever  duties 
upon  any  imported  merchandi.se  have  lieen  liquidated  and  paid, 
and  the  merchandise  has  lieen  delivered  to  the  ci>nsignee,  or  his 
agent,  such  entry  and  [ja.ssage  free  of  duty  and  such  settlement 
of  duties  shall,  after  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the  date  of 
entry,  or  after  the  expiration  of  sixty  days  after  the  date  of  liquida¬ 
tion  when  liquidation  is  made  more  than  ten  months  after  the  date 
of  entry,  in  the  absence  of  fraud  and  in  the  absence  of  protest  by 
the  consignee,  or  his  agent,  or  by  an  .American  manufacturer, 
[iroducer,  or  wholesaler  be  final  and  conclusive  upon  all  parties. 
If  the  collector  finds  probable  cau.se  to  believe  there  is  fraud  in  the 
ca.se,  he  may  reliquidate  within  two  years  after  the  ilate  of  entry, 
or  after  the  date  of  liquidation  when  li([uidation  is  made  more  than 
ten  months  after  the  date  of  entry. 

Sec.  522.  Conver.sio.\  of  curre.vcv. — (a)  That  section  25  of  the 
.Act  of  .August  27,  1894,  entitle<l  “.An  act  to  reduce  taxation, to  provide 
revenue  for  the  Governineiit,  and  for  other  jiurpose.s,”  as  amended, 
is  re-eiiacted  without  change  as  follows  : — 

“Sec.  2.5.  That  the  value  of  foreign  coin  as  exprcs.sed  in  the 
money  of  account  of  the  Uniteil  .States  shall  l>e  tha  t  of  the  pure  metal 
of  such  coin  of  stamlai-d  value  ;  and  the  values  of  the  standanl  coins 
in  circulation  of  the  various  nations  of  the  world  shall  be  estimated 
quarterly  by  the  Director  of  the  .Mint  and  lie  proclaimed  by  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Treasury  quarterly  on  the  1st  day  of  January,  April, 
July  and  October  in  each  year.” 

(6)  For  the  purpose  of  the  as.scs.sment  and  collection  of  duties 
upon  merchandise  imported  into  the  United  States  on  or  after  the 
day  of  the  enactment  of  this  .Act,  wherever  it  is  necessary  to  convert 
foreign  currency  into  currency  of  the  United  State.s,  such  conversion, 
except  as  provided  in  subdivision  (c),  shall  be  made  at  the  values 
proclaimed  by  the  .Secretary  of  the  Treasury  under  the  provisions  of 
.section  25  of  such  .Act  of  .August  27,  1894,  as  amended,  for  the  quarter 
in  which  the  merchandise  was  ex|)orted. 

(c)  If  no  such  value  has  lieen  proclaimed,  or  if  the  value  so  pro¬ 
claimed  varies  by  5  per  cent,  or  more  from  a  value  measured  by  the 
bujang  rate  in  the  New  A5)rk  market  at  noon  on  the  day  of  e.xporta- 
tion,  conversion  shall  lie  made  at  a  value  measured  by  such  buying 
rate.  For  the  purposes  of  this  subdivision  such  buying  rate  shall  be 
the  buying  rate  for  cable  tran.sfers  [layable  in  the  foreign  currency 
so  to  be  converted  ;  and  shall  be  determined  by  the  Federal  Reserve 
Bank  of  New  York  and  certitied  daily  to  the  .Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  w’ho  shall  make  it  public  at  such  times  and  to  such  extent 
as  he  deems  necessary.  In  ascertaining  such  buying  rate  such  Federal 
Reserve  Bank  may  in  its  discretion  (1)  take  into  consideration  the 
last  ascertainable  transactions  and  quotations,  whether  direct  or 
through  the  exchange  of  other  currencies,  and  (2)  if  there  is  no  market 
buying  rate  for  such  cable  transfere,  calculate  such  rate  from  actual 
transactions  and  quotations  in  demand  or  time  bills  of  exchange.
